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1. The proposed amendment to claim 1 filed on Nov. 17, 2006, 
in response to the final rejection mailed on Sep. 14, 2006, 
raises new issues. That amendment deletes the polymer 
dispersants "polyester resins" and "polycaprolactone resins" 
from the polymer dispersant Markush group and now limits the 
polymer dispersants to be at least one of the remaining members 
of the Markush group. Said polymer dispersant limitation was 
not present in the claims when the final rejection was mailed. 

In addition, the proposed amendment to claim 1 replaces the 
term " (meth) esteracrylate" from the phrase "copolymers of 
(meth). esteracrylate " (emphasis added) with the phrase — and 
(meth) acrylate esters — , such that the resulting phrase reads 
"copolymers of and (meth) acrylate esters." Said amendment 
raises a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
because it is not clear to what the term "copolymers of" refers. 

2. The examiner's refusal to enter the amendment' filed on 
Nov. 17, 2006, in response to the final rejection, renders 
applicants 1 arguments moot regarding said amendment. 
Claims 1-16 stand rejected for the reasons set forth in the 
final rejection. 
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3. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 
Oct. 17, 2006, and on Nov. 30, 2006, were filed after the 
mailing date of the final rejection on Sep. 14, 2006. The 
submissions are in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 
1.97. Accordingly, the examiner has considered the copending 
US applications listed in the "List of related cases" in the 
IDS' s.
